THE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


A Boycott Resolution Referred to a Commit- 
tee —Other Business. 


Battrmore, Md., December 14.—The na- 
tional convention of. American Federation of 
Labor, which met yesterday, completed its or- 
ganization and got down to business today. 
In the afternoon a letterwas read from Henry 
Broadhurst, chairman of the trades’ union par- 
liamentary committee of England, asking the 
federation to send a representative to the in- 
ternational convention, to be held in London 
next year, and one from the Russian-American 
national league, at New York, asking the fed- 
eration to use its influence to prevent the pas- 
sage by congress of an arbitration treaty with 


Russia. H. M. Ogden, represent- 
ing the Cincinnati typographical union, 
offered a resolution condeming 


the boycott instituted by the Knights of Labor 
against the New York Sun, and declaring the 
paper as being aboye reproach in its fairness to 
associated union labor. The rules were sus- 


ended long enough to permit  R. 
VY. Cremer, membesm of the * trades 
unions congress parliameutary committee 
of England, to make ae short address 


on the benefits to be derived by the working 
classes from arbitration. Numerous resolutions 
were introduced covering various subjects, 
such as an official indorsement of union labors, 
strengthening local and central labor unions, 


etc. One that caused a lengthy 
and warm debate was a _ proposi- 
tion to recommend a boycott on 


all beer brewed in Milwaukee until the exist- 
ing differences between .the brewers of that 
city and their employes shall have been satis- 
factorily adjusted. The United States brew- 
ers’ association was denounced in strong lan- 
guage asthe most powerful antagonist that 
organized labor has to contend with. Several 
bitter attacks were made on the boss brewers 
of St. Louis and New York for their unjust 
treatment of employes, and their arbitrary 
actions toward saloon keepers. Some opposi- 
tion to the bovcott method of fighting was de- 
veloped, and the more conservative element 
succeeded-in having the resolution referred to 
the executive council for consideration.

Macon, Ga., December 14,—[Special.}—It 
ts said that on the night the bloody Cromwell 
died, a desolating storm swept over England, 
and s6 last night, as the eighth day of the 
Woolfork trial drew near its close, a flood of 
rain fell over Bibb county.

Captain Ruther- 
ford took up the thread of his argument, where 
he left off last night, and point after point he 
explained and elaborated with patience and 
skilland ingenuity.

@ence that had seemed to point unerringly to

were made to speak for the innocence of the 
prisoner, 

It was thought on adjournment yesterday, 
that the argument for the prisoner would be 
finished at an early hour today, but hour after 
hour passed, and still the eloquent counsel 
spoke on, receiving the closest possible atten- 
tion from the jury, court and audience. About 
12:30 he began his peroration. The crowded 
court room became as hushed as midnight, 
save Captain Rutherford’s voice. He seemed 
to be awere that a thousand pairs of ears 
strained to catch his words, and that a mortal 
life might be lost or saved by his effort.. Cap- 
tain Rutherford is at all times a powerful 
speaker, but today he surpassed himself. His 
voice at times sunk into a_ scarcely 
audible whisper, The speaker faced 
the eloquent state’s counsel, and suddenly, 
wheeling he would thunder his conclusions to 
the jury with irresistible effect. Finally he 
stopped and in an earnest voice said he owed 
the jury something for their patient, even kind, 
attention they had given him in his long, nec- 
essarily long, argument. He thanked them, 
thanked them sinccrely. 

As Colonel Rutherford took his seat the 
black hand on the marble face of the clock 
pointed to one o’clock. His argument had

It 
was evident that the sohcitor was thoroughly 
equipped and in fine condition for his arduous 
task. His clear, strong voice soon filled the 
courtroom and it was soon apparent that he 
was bearing all present with him. He took up 
the vital points of evidence that had so long 
claimed the atiention of prisoner’s counsel and 
out of each made a link in the terrible chain. 
He characterized pe bldody hand print on the 
drawers, a sign pl& jgethére by the Almighty 
to fix the prisoner’s Guilt.

Jim Cook, aceused of being one of the three 
murderers of Tiny Charlton, was arrested last 
night in a house in Yamacraw.

“TomGreen, Wil- 
liam ‘Taylor and Cook, are accused of the deed.

Robert Thompson, living on Gwinnett 
street, three doors east of Price, attempted to 
kill his brother Willie this morning with a pis- 
tol. The boys are negroes, reside in the same 
house and occupy the same room. They are 
about twelve and fifteen years old, theyounger, 
Robert Thompson, being the ene who attemp- 
ted to kill his brother.

The boys were alone in the room and it is 
supposed quarreled, when the younger brother, 
who was only partly dressed, took up a pistol 
that was lying on the dressing case and shot 
his brother in the right jaw, the bullet going 
intothe mouth and imbedding itself between 
the skull and roof of the mouth. The mother 
and father came into the room and rendered 
all the assistance possible, meanwhile the pis- 
tol had been placed on the table inthe room. 
Mr. Wade, who resides near by, came over to 
the house and took charge of the pistol. Dr. 
Groth was also summoned and gives it as his 
opinion that the wounded boy cannot live. 

Policeman Lightbody arrived on the ‘soene 
shortly after the shot was fired and the prisoner 
was turned oyer to him and lodged in the bar- 
racks. 

His brother is at death’s door and his demise 
is momentarily expected. From the position 
of the wound, those who saw it say that it was 
impossible for Thompson to have shot himself 
accidentally.

Calls Tallapoosa. 


THE DETAILS OF AN ALLEGED DEAL 


The Mineral Deposits as They Appear—A 


Description of the “City”"—Face 
and Fanciecs.

The New York Herald, in a recent issue, 


ys its respects to Tallapoosa. 


The Herald, it will- be remembered, has a 
sort of a ‘hankering’ after this sort of thing, 
having some time ago paid its respects to some 


Florida booms. 
The Florida booms burst. 


The article on Tallapoosa begins with a 
graphic description of the attractive prospectus 
got out by the Tallapoosa company, in which 
the charms of the “city of the golden river,”’ 
and especially the prospective charms, are 


pictured in glowing language. 


Then it turns its attention to what might be 
termed the stern reality—if the Herald writer 


is to be believed. 

He first goes to the New York office. 

“The New ) 
company,” he says, “‘is in charge of H. C. 
Dean, of Wallingford, Connecticut. Hon. 
John B. Gordon heads] the list of directors. 
Further down on the list come Colonel G. W. 
Adair and Colonel A. J. McBride, of Atlanta; 
Gurdon W. Hull, of Wallingford, Connecticut 


and James H. Plummer, of Chicago. It is 
noticed that Hull’ and Dean (both of whom 


were prominent in the Florida deal) are set 
down as from ‘‘New York,’’ likewise Plum- 
mer. This is the ‘‘assistant secretary’’ of the 
Tallapoosa company, formerly a newspaper 
man and the author of that alluring imagery 
which characterized the Florida prospectus— 
and repeats itself in the prospectus of Talla- 
poosa. Colonel McBride is put down as being 
of ‘*Tailapoosa.’? ° 

The oftice presented a busy appearance... Sev 
eral clerks were mailing maps, copies of the 
prospectus. circulars making ‘‘special’”’ offers 
and lists of lots. It appears that many lots are 
bought by mail. The buyerselects some street, 
avenue, boulevard, or park, as his fancy may 
direct, ascertains the price from the list fur- 
nished him, sends a check in payment, and re- 
tires, the happy owner of——what ?”’ 

Then the writer starts for Tallapoosa. His 
description of his landing at a forlorn little 
station, with a few unpainted, decrepit-look- 
ing frame buildings, the only people in sight 
being members or employes of ‘“‘the company” 
is graphic indeed. He says: 

‘‘Tt can be safely asserted that Tallapoosa is 
not the ‘city of the Golden River,’ prospectus 
to the contrary notwithstanding. There is no 
river in sight, golden or otherwise. The ‘lead- 
ing business houses’ are caricatures of the 
the prospeetus, the elegant side- 


pictures in 

walks dwindled toa plain dirt road, and the 
only pedestrians that found them convenient 
were a few stray hogs. 


“Window glass is a luxury,” a big board 
shutter, wherewith to close the opening that 
answers the purpose of a window, is character- 
istic of ‘‘the leading houses.”’ 

“Even the “‘reverends’’ in the prospectus, 
who preach in magnificent churches are some- 
what overrated. Asa matter of fact the “‘rey- 
erends’’ are simply *‘farmers who lay down the 
hoe on Sundays’’ and preach to the inhabitants 
of this paradise in plain English and in plain 
churches. 

Continuing the description, the Herald says: 
“Tt was no easy task to identify the stately 
bouses, the busy streets, and the beautiful 
foliage as shown in the prospectus. One “‘lead- 
ing business house,’’ noted in the prospectus, 
isacountry blacksmith shop; another is a 
portable sawmill ; another, is ‘‘a little one-story 
cottage, ocompied by a woman who ‘fixes up’ 
bonnets.”’ The shops all kept the same hard- 
ware, fhe same groceries, the same domestic 
sheeting, the same cheap prints, the same 
*‘notions.”’ 

“At the depot stand ready to convey you 
over the ‘city’ a smart carriage and: pair of 
horses. It belongs to the company. The hotel 
has been recently modified into respectaility 
—it (the hotel, not respectability) is owned by 
the company, In fact—the company is ‘about 
all there is’ of ‘the city cf the golden river.’ 

“Those avenues! hose boulevards!, The 
new-made lanes, each with a by sign bearing 
the name—not the semblance—of avenue or 
boulevard—they tell the story. The stumps in 
the principal avenues are not put down in the 
prospectus—and the logs that clog the boule- 
vards have all been remoyed—in_ the 
prospectus.”’ 

Great stress is laid in the prospectus upon 
the proposed Lithia Springs hotel. This does 
not escape the attention ef the newspaper 
man, who begins: ‘‘And that ‘Lithia Springs 
Hotel!’’’ Where is that wonderful structure 
whose picture adorns thé first page of the pros- 
pectus, and—in the prospectus— overshadows, 
asit were, the ‘leading houses’’—and even 
easts the churches into painful obscurity? 
Look again at the prospectus. Take your 
strongest glasses, scrutinize carefully, now— 
and behold in exceeding small type, enclosed 
in parentheses, and overshadowed by the 
gaudy picture above it—the magic word ‘‘pro- 
posed.”’ 

Then the writer turns his attention to the 
proposed city of which the proposed hotel is 
to be one of the main attractions. H® says: 
In this new “‘city’’ was not found one housefor 
slied save a rade sawmill located in a ravine 
where a slerider brook supplied enough water 
forthe engine. Here and there, however, the 
frames of modest dwellings stood bare and 
deserted. There were a score or more of these. 

The value of the land in the vicinity is treat- 
ed of as follows: As tothe value of land in 
the vicinity, itisa factthat the timber ona 
large tract in the yicinity was sold the other 
day to the owner of another saw miil erected 
right by the railroad track.

The question of license is one still very gen 
erally discussed. - . 

The action of the council in fixing the fee at 
$15,000 is variously commented upon and peo- 
ple vary in their views largely, in. accordance 
: with their political,vieWs. 

The revocation of the wholesale or gallon 
licenses, which had - been issued, caused not a 
little stir among dealers and others. 

“T sent out notices to all those who had 
taken out the wholesale licenses but nobody 
responded” said City Clerk Goldsmith, 
“T thought some of them would be after 
their rebates.’”’ 

The dealers don’t seem to pay any attention 
to the action of the council, thoughfit cannot, 
of course, be asserted that any of them were 
selling liquor. 

Mr. Joe Thompson and his attorney, Hon, 
Howell Glenn, were at the city clerk’s office 
for a short time during the afternoon. When 
asked what he thought of the resolution re- 
voking the wholesale licenses, Mr. Glenn said: 
“Tt’s not worlh the paper it’s written on. I 
am surprised that the council should adopt 
such a resolution. The license is in the nature 
of a contract—is a contract, in short—and the 
city has no more right to break it than Mr. 
Thompson, or any other dealer.”’ 

“But the resolution cites causes.”’ 

‘“‘Causes, indeed! Why, that is perfect rot. 
It all amounts to nothing.” 

SOME RETAIL LICENSES 
have been applied for. The applicants up to 
last evening were twelve in number. e 
applications were referred to the police com- 
mittee and most of them are now in the hands 
of Major Mecaslin. 

No license canissued and no liqnor can be 
legally retailed until the council meets.

NEW YORK STOCKS. , 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK. December 14.—The stock market 
today was less active, but prices, after a buoyant 
opening, advanced steadily to the close. The news 
of the day was almost entirely of a favorable na- 
ture. A feature of the news was the settlement of 
the trunk line trouble and the Western Union divi- 
dend of 114 percent. There was an urgent demand 
from foreigners in the early trading, which. sur- 
prised the bears, and their operations for most of 
the day were confined to attempts to cover their 
outstanding contracts, which, even after the cessa- 
tion of outside demand, kept the market firm and 
advancing for the remainderof the day. Reading 
and Lackawanna were the features of the morning 
hour, the crowd in the former being so lar,e that 
sales were made at the opening 24 per cent apart. 
Buying in these stocks is said to be largely for inside 
parties. The only important resistance to the im- 
provement was from the C sicago party, while Mr. 
C.mnor, who has been credited with a principal 
part in the late depression, though he denies it, was 
today believed to ke, with the old bull combination, 
active in bringing about the rally. Union Pacific 
was still one of the prime favorites, and Rich- 
mond and West Point, while less ac- 
tive than usual of late, was strong, notwithstanding 
the refusal of certain gentlemen to serve on the 
board ot directors.

CHICAGO, December 14—Before business began. 


today ;predictions of lower prices with further breaks 
in the grain markets weremade. May wheat opened 


1%@\4e- lower than last night’s close. There was: 


good buying at this price, and May firmed 4c in less 
than ten minutes. The buying was mostly by scalp- 
ers, who sold short yesterday and took advantage of 
the early weakness to even up trades. 

In corn May openéd at 53'¢c with sales at the same 
time at 62c. Tiere wasan unexpected good demand 
at 58c, and ten minutes later was up to 63%c. Heavy 
purchases of cérn by two prominent local operators 
advanced May to 53%c in the first half hour. A 
break at 10:30 landed it at 52c. 

May pork broke from $15.25 to $15,%. An hour 
after the opening it sold at $15.000, and was weak at 
that. 

The break continued, and May wheat went down 
to 82@82\%c. The lowest prices of the morning were 
reached by both corn and wheat om the break direct- 
ly after,10:30. Atthattime May got down to 8@82e. 
There was so much excitement and so much selling 
when prices got down to this ggure that the crowd 
found itself short before it knew it. A few attempts 
to cover-up made the crowd nervous and values re- 
acted. Before noon May was back to 83c, and fora 
long time it held moderately steady around 827%@ 
83c, 

May corn got down to 5244c on the break, and it 
reacted on covering by nervous shorts. The break 
was largely brought about by heavy sales by a De- 
troit plunger. Packers flooded the corn pit also just 
before the break and helped the decline for its in- 

fiuence on provisions. At 12:30 May corn was steady 
around 53%c, but the crowd was still nervous, 

Provisions were featureless. Any little demand 
would firm prices up a trifie, but they would drop 
off of themselves when the demand was withdrawn. 
All the afternoon the markets were higher, being 
largely influenced by corn, in which there was free 
coving by shorts, May advancing lo 73\4e.

WHEN IS A DEBT DUE? 


Landlord’s Liens for Supplies—Law of Spe- 
cific Performance. 


Several interesting cases were decided in the 
supreme court yesterday morning. 

Chief Justice Bleckley rendered the decision 
in the case of Favors vs. Johnson, frém Gor- 
don county. In this case a landlord songht to 
obtain judgment against a tenant for supplies. 
The debt was due October 6th. The tenant 
pleaded that no demand was made after the 
debt was due. Thedefendant objected to the 
judgment of the court in admitting the evi- 
dence of the landlord, who testified that he 
made a demand, and in making observations 
about the evidence and refused to grant a non 
suit. The court held, the justice has no power 
to dismiss a levy or grantanon suit. The jury 
determines as to the efficiency of the evidence. 
The statute does not specify when a demand 
shall be made, except after the debt is due. 
When isa debt due? After it becomes due! 
The day it becomes due is the day to make the 
demand. A debt once due stays due. Its 
cqueness is not over when it becomesdue. The 
demand can be made when or after it is due. 
Lhe justice had a right to give his reason for 
ruling as he did. Attirmed. 

_ Chief Justice Bleckley rendered the decision 
in the case of Kussell vs. Napier. Russell 
bought land from Napier, including the right 
of way toa public road through other land of 


his. Russell paid for it and went into posses- 
sion. Napier,in making the deed, left out 


that partas to the right of way, and Russell 
declined to accept the deed. Napier agreed 
that if Russell would accept the deed he would 
make a separate deed to the right of way, and 
to this Russell agreed. But Napier subse- 
quently refused to make this deed. tussell 
sued Napier for specific performance, and for ° 
an injunction to restrain him from interfering 
with the right of way. Napier demurred and 
the demurrer was sustained.

demurrer. Itwas a good contract. . Russel] 
agreed to accept the deed to the land if Napier 
would make a separate deed to the right of 
way. There is enough in the bill to authorize 
the court to enjoin Napier from interfering 
with the use of the right of way b Russell. 
Hic bought the right of way and bod a title in 
it.”” Judgment reversed, 

In reversing the judgment of Catoosa supe- 
rior court, in the case of G. W. Hill vs: 
Hackett, administrator, Justice Blandford 
said: “Jones in his life time gave a receipt to 
return jury certificates. The court held that 
the action was barred because four years had 
elapsed. In this the court erred, as it was a 
slinple contract in writing, and required six 
years to bar it.”’

opened. ‘They were as follows: 

C. A. Collier, 350,500, 

James R. Wylie, $49,000, 

H. W. Grady, $61,500. 

The record shows that the receipts actually 
exceeded the highest estimate about $18,000. 

Mr. Grady stated at the meeting that there 
were four points to be settled, and neither of 
these could be settled without time and delib- 
eration. First, whether the exposition com- 
pany would advance the Driving club the 
money necessary, to clear up its accounts. Sec- 
ond, whether the Driving club and the exposi- 
tion company would be consolidated, and if so, 
on what terms. Third, whether the exposition 
should be held next year, and if so at what 
date. Fourth, whether the present manage- 
mont would agree to take charge of the next 
exposition if the stockholders of the company 
so desired, or if it would be necessary to elect 
new directors and officers. 

Mr, James R. Wylie moved that a commit- 
tee of five be appointed to consult with a sim- 
ilar committee of the Driving club, looking to 
an adjustment of accounts between the two asso- 
ciations or the consolidation of the two into 
one company. 3 

Mr. Chamberlin seconded this motion and 
stated that the members of the two companies 
were practically identical, and that they had 
but one interest. 

Mr. Meador corrected Mr. Chamberlin by 
P showing that there were only,sixty members 
of the exposition company, while there were 
two hundred and sixty members of the Driv- 
ing club, That the sixty members of the ex- 
position had subscribed five hundred dollars 
each, while the members of the Driving club 
had subscribed only one -hundred each. He 
did not think it would be just to the sixty 
members of the exposition fn som to call o 
them for another Costas dolars this. year 
under their subscription, when they had al- 
ready earned ten thousand dollars and had it 
in hand. It would be practically making the 
sixty .members of the exposition company 
carry the two hundred and sixty members of the 
Driving club.. He thought, however,that a con- 
solidation could be effected on equitable terms. 

Mr. R. J. Lewry said the Driving club had 
incurred $20,000 more expense than it-would 
have incurred had it not been for the exposi- 
tion. He thought this should betaken into 
consideration. 

President Kingsberry, of the Driving club, 
said that during the whole year the two clubs 
were both straining every nerve to make the 
exposition a suecess. He was president of the 
club and director in the exposition, and had 
felt all the time that the two interests were 
identical, and both were devoted to make the 
“exposition a success. He thought the same 
feeling of fraternity should prevail now. 

Mr. Grady called attention to the fact that 
there was a special contract made by which 
the Driving chub agreed to furnish the race 
track, grand stand, club house and fencing for 
a certain rontal, which rental had been paid. 

Treasurer Woodson, of the Driving elab, in- 
sisted that under the contract the grand stand 
was to cost only $2,500, while it had actually 
cost $14,000, and that this excess of cost was 
done to make the exposition a success, and the 
contract was actually made by the exposition 
company. 

Mr. Wylie insisted on his notion which he 
said would find an equitable way out of all 
these differences, and unite the two associa- 
tions intoone. The motion was carried unan- 
imously. President{Collier announced the fol- 
lowing committee:

Policeman Mercer Bound Over 
for Assault and Battery. 


MUCH COMMENT INDULGED OVER IT 


Did He Treat His Prisoner Oruelly?—Re 
corder Anderson Says He Did—Other 
Opinions of the Case. 


Between 11 and 12 o’clock night before last 
Captain Mercer, of the police force, was called 
upon toarrest aman who was drunk and dis- 
orderly near the National hotel. 

The offender, whose name was ascertained 
to be William Divine, was in a belligerent 
mood and tried to strike several persons who 
were passing along the street. He struck ata 
colored man, who ran out into the middle of 
the street and told the policeman about his 
assailant. 

Officer Mercer soon came wp with 
Divine, who was » very noisy, 
and moderately drunk. Captain Mercer ar- 
rested him and started for the police head- 
quarters. He had proceeded only a short dis- 
tance when the prisoner bégan resisting. He 
managed, however, to get him along without 
much trouble tillhe was about half way be- 
tween Pryor and Whitehall street, going down 
the railway track. Divine stopped short, and 
quickly grabbed his captor by the hands, and 
at the same time threw his knee between Mer- 
cer’s legs. The action was so sudden and un- 
expected that the officer was thrown to the 
ground. A lively tussle followed and the two 
men rolled over the railway track. Captain 
Mercer al] the while held to his man. 

Officer Pat McCullough heard the struggle, 
and hastened to the rescue. His arrival was 
opportune. Divine was forced along and 
finally reached the station house. As soon as 
he entered the door he pulled off his coat and 
assumed an aggressive attitude, at the same 
time applying to his captor an epithet too vile 
to be reproduced in a newspaper. ae 

Captain Mercer was near Divine at the time, 
and just as soon as he uttered the words the 
officer, instinctively let his stick fall‘upon the 
head of the prisoner. The stick was a very 
light one, not weighing more than a few ounces, 
so the blow was by no means severe. The 
cane glanced off and struck Dr. Foute on the 
temple. 

Diyine was put into a cell, and for half an 
hour cursed the officers in the most vigorous 
“way he knew how. He swore he would get 
even with them if he had to serve a year in the 
chaingang, and swore he would get even with 
Atlanta if he had to lay the city in ashes. 

Yesterday morning Divine was before Re- 
corder Aviderson charged with being drunk 
and disorderly. He was sentenced to pay a 
fine of ten dollars or to go to the stockade -for 
ten days. Hechosethe latter alternative and 
was sent down in the “Black Maria.”’ 

Recorder Anderson said the testimony ad- 
duced showed that Captain Mercer had mal- 
treated the prisoner and struck him with a 
stick. He regarded this conduct as reprehen- 
sible and felt it to be his duty to have the 
offender bound over for assault and battery. 

Mercer was thereupon bound over in the 
sum of $100. 

About the streets, and especially among the 
policemen, Recorder Anderson’s action was 
talked aboug and criticized 

A good many people expressed the opinion 
that the recorder’s decision would be produc- 
tive of harm, in that it would encourage offend- 
ers to resist and abuse their captors. 

Others were disposed to regard. the decision 
as a righteous one, because, as they allege, the 
officer struck the prisoner acruel blow after he 
was safe in the stationhouse. 

The policeqien who were eye witnesses of 
the affair, say, emphatically, that the blow was 
a light one intlicted by a slight stick, and that 
Captain Mercer was not guilty of cruelty or 
brutality, as some people had asserted. 

One officer, a conservative and careful man, 
said: ‘I think Captain Mercer did right, only 
the lick was not hard enough. Had I been in 
his place, and had Divine, or anybody else, ap- 
plied that epithet to me, I would have used 
considerably more force than Mercer em- 
ployed.”’ 

A reporter asked Dr. Foute if Divine was 
very drunk, and thereply was: “Just about 
drunk enough to be pugnacious.”’

Chief Justice Bleckley remarked of this 


case: 

‘This is a case not only well considered but recon- 
sidered. The amount of labor in it is out of pro- 
portion to the amountinyolved. At first view the 
court was inclined to affirm the court below, but it 
cannot do so. 

It was error on the part of justice to refuse to dis- 
miss the case for want of service, and in continuing 
the case to perfect service. The first service on 
Parrott was not a service. He was not the defend- 
ant. The service should have been dismissed uuless 
the officer had amended his return. The officer did 
not amend his return, and it is the #presumption 
that he did not doso because the facts would war- 
rant the amendment. The counsel of plaintiff 
moved to continue the case, in order to perfect ser- 
vice. The granting of the motion was Yirtually an 
adjudication that there was no service. The justice’s 
court had no power to ordera service, or continue 
the case to perfect service. Section 4154 
of the code, provides that “all 
cases before a justice of the peace stand for trial and 
at the time and place designated in the summons, 
and shall then and there be tried, unless continued 
according to law.’’ The summons fell for lack of 
service, The justice court is limited, Its proceed- 
ings are summary and short in duration, Contin- 
uances are limited. Section 4155 of the code pro- 
vides that continuance may be made “upon a suffi- 
cient legalshowing, but neither party shall be en- 
titled to more than one continuagice unless it be for 
providential canse.’’ 

Continuance in order to perfect service in justices 
courtsisunknown. The justice can’t patch up, or 
allow its officers to yatch up a service. Asummons 
isasuit. In the superior court there is something 
that stands between the process and the antecedent 
nothing and that is the declaration.

The justice of the ce in this case issued a new 
summon on the 23d of Decamber, 1886, fifteen days 
before court. It was served on the 28th of December 
personally on Parrott as agent of defendant. But 
the new summons was not docketed, butftreated as 
an adjunct of the other ssmmons, and judgment was 
entered upon the old and not the new summons. If 
judgment had been entered upon the new sum- 
mons it might have been sustained. 
The point raised that judgment was rendered on the 
day after the day court met is not valid because it 


The justice should have granted the motion to dis- 
miss, and not have tried towpholda summons after 
it had expired. The superior court erred in not sus- 
taining the certiorari. Judgment reversed. 

In a former decision Justice Bleckley said that ‘‘a 
justice court was local self-government in its last 
analysis,”
